The Home Secretary of tho German Em. 
pire has for this toason obtained the opinion 
o£ the lately formed Qholera Commission, 
which consiate of the most competent autho- 
tilies on the scence of ‘hygiene, on the 
question, how fara prohibition of imports 
rote cholera-infeoted places appeats Justi- 
fiable in the lighs of the exporience gained 
im former epidemics aud of tho scientific 
researches which have been made into-the 
subject, and, presuming that there be any 
danger connected with such importations, 
how it can best to averted, . 

he commission has handed in « report, 
which was pubtished in the Official Gazetta 
of the German Ewpire on the 19th Sep- 
tember last. As it is of general interest 
and has some importance for the colony of 
Hongkong, 2 have the honour to forward 
you a copy of this raport in English and to 
request that you will lay it before the Com- 
mittes of yourChamber, and obtsin the 
aanction of that body for giving the report 
all possible publicity..

Accirding to former experience Cholera 
las never yet been propagated by goods 
othar than those which ae already officially 
prohibited to be impurted from infected 
districts.* Tho same experience has also 
accompanied tle present outbreak, os-large 
quantities of goods have been nent from 
Hamburg to mary places since the com- 
menecement of the spidemic in that City, 
and in no instance has any case of infection 
bsen reported ne originating from such 
ennsigoments. Having regard to these 
facts there is no justilicatiou’ tur the pre- 
vailing apprehension that Cholera canbe 
introduced by ordinary merchandize. 
Many goods, {such as books, cigara, 
tibaceo, the productions-of the paper, of 
leather, industries etc.) are already from 
their dryness incapable of serving as vahi- 
eles for the propagation of the virus. It is 
furthermore to be observed that merchan- 
dize is usually forwarded packed in various 
vaya which sufficiently protect the con- 
tents of the packages, bales, cases, ate, 
against any sispicions contact. This is 
especially the case: with congigumenta 
which are simply forwarded through an 
infected district without having been 
opened there. 

Receivers of consignments from dis ricts 
infected with Cholera may either destroy 
the material used for packing or they may 
disinfect the same by washtog the casds, 
bartels, and similar obdjects with lime- 
water, and bals, packing linen &e., with 
a5 per cent. solution of carbolic acid— 
although in goneral such proovedings ore 
quite superflucus.

..| ANOTHER ANTI-FOREIGN DEMON- 


STRATION AT ICHANG.) .«--: 

The Ichang correspondent of the N.-C. 
Daily News, writing under date of Novem- 
ber 22, saya2— 

In my lnsé I commented on. the sweck 
serenity and peuee prevailing at Ichaug, 
notwithstanding the presoencs of upwards 
of two thousmd stadents, to say nothing 
of their sisters and their consins and their 
aunts, in the cliy,. I also wondered if this 
was 6 lull before the greater blow, This 
wonder hag now been purtly dispslled, ond 
evidence has been forthcoming that the 
fires of jealousy and murdering hate. are 
still smoulderlag within the bosoms of tho 
vast gathering of literati that aro assembled 
within the confines of the city walls. 
This evidence was produced. in a some- 
what unexpected manner. on the aftornoon 
of the 20th. The China Merchatite’ steam- 
er Kiangtung being cxpested to arrive on 
that date with the Literary Chancellor on 
board, the river. bank, landing steps, and 
official junke were early bedecked with 
many-coloured flags and gorgeous awnings; 
this had the sun! effect of collesting 4 
crowd to stare open mouthed into vacancy, 
and eventudly ‘squat down on their 
haunehes andloaf around: Students came 
out of the city and joined them awaiting 
their literary chief. Things wera rather 
slow and a littla excitement. would. be 
acceptuble ; tke Customs pontoon was uot 
more than fifty yards from them—what 
raore natural then -te scoif and jeer at the 
foreigners onduty thore? The thing was 
tried and fulfilled expectations brilliantly ; 
it helped slong the time, and. appeased 
and satisfied their national conceit end 
hate, for 600 of them to be taking it ont of 
a couple of. foreigners. : 

"The cooliesand Yangize trackers smong 
the crowd became bolder, and went dowa 
on the sands and sttempted to, pasa along 
the twanty or thirty yards of staging that 
bridged the shallow water to the portion, 
Tho atudonts, taking the best sata of their 
own procious srcages, cheered, ogged them 
on, aud enciuraged éncromchments the 
forelgners resiated it, * This was afternoon, 
Tho mob ineiazed, and oatching the epirit 
that was alive, broke off in large sectiong 
and Proceedel to violate the privacy. pf 
detached foreigners’ houses, the doors of 
whiob their ovoupants barricaded.’
